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upgrade registration

Dr. Robert Peters, dean of 
university studies, and the fac¬ 
ulty have been working for the 
past several months on a plan 
to improve the registration pro¬ 
cess for the upcoming spring 
semester. Improvements in¬ 
clude: repairing glitches in the 
Campus Connect internet reg¬ 
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istration program, Training 
extra advisers to assist students 
in selecting courses and im¬ 
proving the process for walk- 
in registration on Jan. 14-15. 

Unfortunately, the phone 
registration system has been 
discontinued because the ar¬ 
chaic system was not worth 
updating. Registrar Trey 
Hattaway said. It has been re¬ 
placed with the Campus Con¬ 
nect system accessible through 
the TJC home page. 

For those who choose to 
come to the walk-in registra¬ 
tion in January, 2004, there 
will be an alphabetical order 
system designed to streamline 
the process and get students 
through the Apache Room in 
30 minutes or less. This alpha¬ 
betical system was in place in 
the fall, but it was not men¬ 
tioned in the local newspaper 
advertisement, so students ar¬ 
rived before the assigned time. 
This caused long lines in each 
station. Dr. Peters said this 
system will be more tightly 
enforced in the spring. 

All students are required to 
be advised and cleared to reg¬ 
ister for classes for the spring 


2004 semester. To help facili¬ 
tate this, extra advisers were 
trained and made available in 
the Jenkins Hall computer labs 
to advise and pre-register stu¬ 
dents in the afternoons from 
Nov. 3-14. 

Though registration has 
been improved and modified, 
many students are frustrated 
with the advising process. 

Dave Kellogg, a sophomore 
and government major from 
Chandler, went to the Jenkins 
Hall labs to be advised and 
waited in line for over one and 
a half hours. He referred to the 
advising process as “ridicu¬ 
lous.” 

“I don’t see why I can’t be 
responsible for my own degree 
plan” Kellogg said. He was 
one of a group of students, all 
of whom had been waiting for 

a while to meet with an ad- 

✓ 

viser. 

The faculty believe that aca¬ 
demic advising is important 
because it enables students to 
get into courses that will trans¬ 
fer to most universities. The 
advisers work from structured 
degree plans that are accepted 
by many universities across the 
nation. 


Kobe Acy, a first semester 
engineer major, said this se¬ 
mester has been “all-right, but 
not real fun.” Acy said, “a cer¬ 
tain time consuming class ru¬ 
ined it.” Acy will not be return¬ 
ing to TJC the next school year. 

Donny Estrella, a third se¬ 
mester nursing major, said he 
had to “overcome some ob¬ 
stacles.” Estrella said, “I had to 


overcome taking 18 hours, a 
chemistry lab and ended up 
dropping a class.” 

Curtis Elmore, a first se¬ 
mester bible major, said, “this 
semester has been ok. Nothing 
special has really happened. 
Classes were a moderate level 
of difficulty.” Elmore also likes 
college better than highschool 
and calls it “different.”

Teen mothers find help in Tyler

The United States leads the devel¬ 
oped world in teen pregnancy. One 
million U.S. teenagers become preg¬ 
nant every year, and one in four will 
have a second baby within two years of 
the first, according to U.S. News & 
World Report, 03/05/2001. What 
causes this crisis? 

Perhaps one factor is the inability 
of the teen to find support in the event 
of an unplanned pregnancy. Fortu¬ 
nately, Tyler area young women have 
help nearby. 

The Crisis Pregnancy Center aims 
to provide choices for those facing 
either planned or unplanned preg¬ 
nancy. 

Located at 1003 Baxter Street in 
Tyler, the Crisis Pregnancy Center 
welcomes confused and frightened 
women into their home every day. 
Armed with videos, pamphlets and 


other information, the volunteers pro¬ 
vide a kind of safe haven for those who 
feel they have nowhere else to turn. 

All Living Alternatives staff are 
fuli-time missionaries with Youth With 
A Mission. They are prepared to help 
unravel the overwhelming conflict in¬ 
volved in making decisions about an 
unplanned pregnancy by providing in¬ 
formation for parenting, abortion pro¬ 
cedures and adoption. 

“We try to offer support and infor¬ 
mation so that the mothers are able to 
make a good decision,” Jane 
Richardson, Crisis Pregnancy Center 
director, said. 

In addition to free pregnancy tests, 
family planning and alternative options, 
the Center staff also provide incentive 
programs to women who have positive 
pregnancy tests and want to become a 
better mothers for their children or ad¬ 
vance in their spiritual lives. For every 
goal she sets and achieves, the mother 
receives blocks redeemable for essen¬ 


tial baby items, such as bibs and onesies 
or baby beds and changing tables. 

The Center also provides a “Fresh 
Start” program for women who have a 
negative pregnancy test, but would like 
to make progress in life skills. Instead 
of saving blocks for baby items, the 
women may save up for such personal 
items as candles, lotions and perfumes. 
The Center hopes these programs will 
influence the women in positive, life¬ 
changing ways. 

Anyone who is frightened by the 
news of an unplanned pregnancy is 
encouraged to call the Crisis Pregnancy 
Center at 903-592-4495. Someone will 
be there with open arms and a warm 
smile to help the woman make an in¬ 
formed decision.

The Apache Football Team 
will meet Minnesota cham¬ 
pion Rochester Yellowjackets 
Nov. 19 in the Heart of Texas 
Bowl, Athletic Director Dr. 
Tim Drain announced. The sec¬ 
ond-place Apaches will play in 
Copperas Cove. 

According to a press re¬ 
lease, Rochester won the Min¬ 
nesota state championship with 
a 14-12 victory over No. 10- 
ranked Mesabi Range. 

The Apaches' season ended 
with an upsetting loss Nov. 13 
to Northeastern Oklahoma 
A&M, 34-31,giving them sec¬ 
ond seat to the championship. 

The Apaches received the 
bid for the Heart of Texas Bowl 
after first place NEO accepted 
a bid to play in the Coffeeville 
Bowl in Oklahoma. 

Head Coach Dale Carr, the 
Heart of Texas Bowl board was 
thrilled to have a Texas team in 
a Texas bowl game. 

“We are thrilled to be play¬ 
ing in the Heart of Texas Bowl 
this year,” Carr said. “We get 
the opportunity to play some¬ 
one new in a stadium we 
haven’t played in and get a 

chance to end our season on a 
winning note.” 

This is the Apaches’ fourth 
bowl game since Carr became 
head coach in 1996. Previous 
bowl games include the Idaho 
Real Dairy Centennial Bowl in 
1997, TJC lost to Rick’s Col¬ 
lege; the Red River Bowl in 
2000, TJC defeated NEO; the 
Red River Bowl in 2001, TJC 
lost to Kilgore College. 


Carr cited “ many benefits 
to playing in post-season 
games ... a lot of four-year 
coaches around our practices 
for the next two to three weeks. 
It gives our guys valuable ex¬ 
posure. .. plenty of guys have 
improved their stock solely 
because of these extra weeks 
of practice and exposure.” 

Jeremy Loyd was not 
courted by anyone until prac¬ 
tices leading to the 2000 Red 
River Bowl. He then signed 
with a Big 12 school - Iowa 
State — and is now in the NFL 
with the St. Louis Rams.” 

Carr said many schools 
have already been around to 
watch practices, and there is 
no predicting what schools will 
show up. Coaches from across 
the nation including many from 
Texas are expected to visit. 
Carr said the four-year schools 
have already ended their sea¬ 
sons and are planning for the 
next year by the time these 
bowl games come around.
